There are many kinds of trim 
blouses for the huslness girl (and near- 
ly all the girls of today ore Ail- 
ing their time with some sort of 
business) to wear with her trim 
tailored suit. Some of them arc so 
new in design that we have not seen 
their like before, and many of them 
are like the blouses of other seasoas, 
except that they have a touch of "this 
season's style'' stamped on them la 
the shaping of the collar or the maa- 
agement of their trimming, or in the 
construction of the blouse. 

Making one garment do the work of 
two is an idea that has found favor 
this spring, and we have with ns the 
waistcoat blouse. It is the natural 
outcome for blouses in a season whose 
coats are nearly ali fashioned opea at 
the front where they reveal the blouse. 
Separate waistcoats to he worn with 
these open coats made their appenr- 
ance, usually in pique or wash satin, 
worn over the blouse. Then came the 
waistcoat-blouse ; a waistcoat of white 
satin combined with a biouse of 
georgette crepe in white or color, the 
two made into one garment. Aaother 
waistcoat-blouse is developed in white 
volie In the effect of a little coatee 
with waistcoat, roll collar and cuffs of 
white pique. 

Speaking of roll collars, they dis- 
tinguish the reason and pjjpve un' 
sally becomhig. v They appear in .in 
the materials used for blouses and In 
pique. They are high at the back and 
usually long in the front. Collar and 
cuff sets of satin, pique or organdie 
are sold separately and worn with 
coats or attached to blouses where they 
fulfill their purpose as a finish anil 
serve to brighten the coat suit. 

Georgette crepe, voile, organdie, bn- 
tiste, linen and wash satin are the ma- 
terials that make the cool and love- 
ly blouses of this season. Straight and 



cross tucks, narrow frills and plaltings, 
sometimes In contrasting colors, and 
the introduction of fine ginghams In 
collars and cuffs are characteristic dec- 
orations for them. The blouse pic- 
tured is of georgette with very fine 
tucks in rows at each side of the front. 
Truss tucks set In at jthe front or col- 
lar and cuffs of cross-tucked organdie 
set onto a plain biouse are easy foD 
the home dressmaker to manage, es- 
pecially as she may haste these fin- 
ishing touches to n blouse and let the 
hem-stl tcher do the rest. 

Black Satin Stock. 
One of the new collars consists of 
a stock of black satin, unrelieved by 
any white, to which is attached a big 
Jabot of fine meshed cream-colored 
net, edged with lace. The effect Is 
decidedly smart, although the absence 
of any white In the stock might not 
be well borne by some faces.

WHAT CAN 

Do? 




There Is an advantage in the choice 
of knitting as a work for the soldiers, 
because women can carry this work 
with them wherever they go. And 
nearly all people who knit say the 
work Is fascinating and restful, rath- 
er than tiresome. But, if it does be- 
come monotonous or "gets on the 
nerves," there are other things to do, 
in entirely different lines, that will 
refresh the fagged knitter. 

Business women, who cannot find 
time to accomplish much with knitting, 
find the making of scrap books for con- 
valescent soldiers in the' hospitals, 
quick and easy work, and immensely 
Interesting. These scrap books are to 
be filled with pictures, cartoons, humor- 
ous camp stories, post cards, nnd any- 
thing that Is cheering or Interesting— 
but never long. The pictures must 
be cut from books or magazines that 
nre printed on a good quality of paper. 
Kodak pictures and post cards that 
represent places of Interest anywhere 
In the world, and, of course, pictures of 
pretty girls and little children are sure 
to please the soldier no matter what 
his degree in the social scale. 

In making these scrap books for the 
soldiers we are cautioned against 
putting in anything that will produce 
homesickness. Pictures nnd stories 
that suggest family reunions on holi- 
days like Thanksgiving nnd Christmas 
ire to be kept out. The soldiers en- 
joy most Jokes on "rookies" and young 
officers and funny cartoons of camp 
life. 

To return to our knitting, those who 
-'an turn out socks have a right to 
be proud of this accomplishment, nnd, 
i rigiit to the gratitude of the less 
•fflclent but willing people who can 
miy knit less difficult articles. Among 
.ho latter, abdominal bands are recom- 



mended. They arc plain bands worn 
for warmth about the abdomen by 
men who must stnnd In the trenches, 
or are otherwise exposed to the cold, 
nnd they require a knowledge of the 
plain garter stitch and of purling. 
They are made of white or gray wooL 
Sox, sweaters, bands nnd wristlets may 
well occupy our summertime for knit- 
ting, so that our army may face next 
winter with a reserve of these com- 
forts in store for them.

Value of Estate Is Increased and Will 
Give Owner tesa Trouble In Every 
Way — Installation of Equip- 
ment Important 

The snme fundamental rules govern 
the building of a garage that apply to 
the building of a house. Care mnst 
be taken to see that the style of struc- 
ture conforms with the architectural 
lines of surrounding buildings and that 
the materials used are not In too great 
contrast with the house. 

It Is advlsnble when building a gar- 
age to figure on accommodations for 
at least two mnchlnes. The addition- 
al cost of making a slightly larger 
building Is but a small proportion of 
the cost of a one-car garage, and when 
one considers that the Investment val- 
ue Is doubled, the added Initial expen- 
diture is well worth while. At the pre- 
vailing rental rates and the big de- 
mand for automobile space In all built- 
up sections, the lnrger garage can be 
erected as a good paying Investment. 
Essentials In Construction. 

Good workmanship and materials 
are just ns essential In the building 
of a garage as In the construction of 
the honse. A good garage Increases 
the value of an estate and will give the 
owner less trouble In every way. A 
concrete floor will be found more serv- 
iceable than « wooden one and will en- 
hance the appearance of the building. 

The Installation of the garage equip- 
ment Is of the utmost Importance and 
should be attended to under the direct 
supervision of the owner. It Is it good 
plan to shenthe the Inside of the walls 
and celling as a means to conserve the 
heat, and the economy effected by the 
double wnlls will probably equal the 
additional cost in one season. 

A pit of sufficient dimension/? to al- 
low a person to crawl Into should he 
constructed. This device will permit 
the owner to lie undernenth his car nnd 
enable him to mnke nny adjustments 
necessary. The installation of a drain 
at the bottom of the pit Is very <*on- 
venlent. 

Water connections arc desirable In 
the gnrnge, as water is needed for 
many purposes. It is convenient for 
filling radiators, washing the car and 
keeping the floor ctenn. The connec- 
tions with the house system would 
cost but Utile more ns a rule tbiin di- 
rect connection with the street system 
and the advantages nf hot and cold 
water more than offset the extra out- 
lay Involved. 

Use Electric tights. 
Electric lights should he lustatled in 
the garage If possible. Electricity eli- 
minates danger of explosion from guso- 
llne fumes and extensions tuny he cur- 
ried to any part of the building. A 
permanent bulb Is necessary over the 
work bench while the trouble lamp 
with an extended cord can he used un- 
der the curs and In shaded corners. 

An economical device which is 
worthy of consideration Is the under- 
ground gasoline tank. This nuty be 
placed outside the building with u pipe 
running underground Into the gurnge. 
The underground style of tank stores 
the gasoline away from the building 
and Insures its safety from Ignition. 
It also enables the owner to purchase 
his gasoline In large quantities with 
the advantage of wholesale prices. 

The work bench Is an Indispensable 
fixture la a garage and should he eon- 
| structcd lo allow [ilenly of working 
i spnee. A goml sized bench for the 
average garage Is six feet long and a 
I foot wide. The front board of the 
j bench proper mny he made of a 2 by 8 
i plunk, which will permit the 'placing 
| of a vise and enable It to stand the 
I pounding Hint Is often necessary. 
| Cross braces on the. legs will support 
I a shelf for the storage of materials and 
tools. 



Supply Might Be Increased If Motor- 
ists Realized Their Prejudice 
Was Unwarranted. 

If motorists realized that their preju- 
dice against yellowish gasoline was un- 
warranted the gasoline supply might 
be Increased considerably. 

In the early days of the oil Industry 
poor refining methods were responsi- 
ble for the production of yellowish 
kerosenes and gasolines, which were 
sometimes dangerous. 

Another handicap, according to pe- 
troleum experts. Is the necessity for 
refiners treating gasoline with sul- 
phnrlc acid and caustic soda to remove 
unsaturated hydrocarbons, which have 
a high fuel value In an explosion en- 
gine. 

It Is estimated that there Is n loss 
of $10,000,000 a year in the United 
States through these prejudices, repre- 
sented by 30,000,000 gallons of gaso- 
line, 35.000 tons of sulphuric acid and 
3,500 tons of caustic soda.

REPLACE BEARING ON WHEEL 



Best Way to Accomplish Task Is to 
Slip Short Length of Pipe Over 
the Spindle. 

In replacing a bearing on a front 
wheel spindle for which It Is a tight 
fit, the car owner sometimes slips the 
bearing on the taper end of the spindle 
and then uses the wheel ns a hammer 
to force It home, wheel nnd bearing 
sliding into position of the spindle at 
the same time. This Is poor business, 
as the strain on the bearing may break 
the hardened shoulder of the Inner 
race, which Is meant to withstand 
wear, but not shocks of this kind. The 
best way of accomplishing this work 
Is to slip a short length of pipe over 
the spindle, the inner end resting 
against the inner rnce of the bearing. 
By hammering the outer end of the 
pipe carefully, the. hairing will slip 
Into place without trouble.

(By WINSTON CHURCHILL, Who 
Recently Returned From the War 
Zone.) 

Germany mny be likened to a great 
tree that has fallen across the path 
of democracy. The trunk Is being 
chopped through by two axes, the mili- 
tary ax and the propagandist ax. 
If the trunk Is to be severed nnd 
the obstruction removed, neither ax 
must be spared. Americans must con- 
tribute willingly to help their allies, 
to support their army and navy, which 
will be the deciding military factor In 
the struggle. 

Our American president was the 
first world statesman to make clear 
that while a military victory Is es- 
sential. It is not in Itself adequate. 
The great significance of this war 
lies not on the battle lines, but behind 
them. It la a war for human liberty, 
and that which restricts human 
liberty, not only In the German em- 
pire, but also In America and England 
and France and Italy and Russia 
must be abolished. We are beginning 
to perceive that the future progress 
of democracy depends on national un- 
selfishness and International co-opera- 
tion scientifically conceived. 

Issued World Proclamation. 

In a series of masterly state papers 
Mr. Wilson hns announced to the world 
that America enters the "war unselfish- 
ly, and has defined the true Issue 
for all the peoples of the earth — even 
for those" deluded portions of the Ger- 
man- population which, because of a 
false system of education, have hith- 
erto upheld the hands of the worst 
^nemlos of liberty, the Junkers. Until | 
quite recently, one of the most dls- 
quieting symptoms front the point of > 
view of the allies wns a discontent 
with. If not an actnnl opposition to, the 
wnr of large elements among the work- 
ing classes of the nilled peoples. In 
Russia, where democracy wns most 
cruelly suppressed, where conditions 
for the peasant nnd the worklngmnn 
were hnrdesr, a revolution actually 
took place— a revolution that has 
Ennded the keynote of our times. The 
llorld service which our president Is 
doing Is that of enlisting the alle- 
giance of those masses for the war. 
He Is convincing them that It Is their 
war. And these are they upon whom 
the evils of an nut word economic sys- 
tem have pressed hardest, and who j 
hitherto hnve seen little hope that vie- \ 
tory over the Germans meant their 
own deliverance. Mr. Wilson has Is- 
sued a world proclnmntlon of emanci- 
pation from economic slavery. 
Make Their Own Treaties. 

He not only declares that powerful 
nations slutll cense to exploit little na- 
tions, hut that powerful Individuals 
shall cease to exploit their fellow men. 
He declares that henceforth no wars 
shall be fought for domination, and 
that to this end secret treaties shall 
be abolished. The peoples through 
their representatives shall make their 
own treaties. And Just ns national 
democracy Insures to the Individual 
the greatest amount of self-determina- 
tion, of self-realization, world democ- 
racy shall Insure self-determlnntlon to 
the Individual nations of Uie earth, In 
order thnt each may he free to make 
Its own contribution .to world democ- 
racy. 

Fighting for Oppressed. 
ThN Is the spirit In which America 
has entered the war. We are fighting 
for the oppressed everywhere. And 
wo nre equally determined that the In- 
justice and Inequalities that exist In 
our own government, the false stand- 
ards of worth, the materialism, the 
luxury and waste shall he purged from 
our midst. We shall seize thjs oppor- 
tunity to finish up the cleaning of our 
nwn household. To sustain our army 
nnd nnvy In the struggle for such n 
cause, to uphold our president, to aid 
our allies who have fought so long nnd 
so bravely, these are worthy of our 
sacrifices. T run confident that the re- 
sponse of the American people to the 
third Liberty loan will be generous.

Article 24. Voted to amend and 
adopt the following BylLaws. 

Section 1. The Board of Selectmen 
shall have authority to grant Licenses 
to hawkers and peddlers for the sale or 
barter in the Town of Marshfield of 
fruits, vegetables or fish. Such Li- 
censes, unless sooner revoked by the 
■Selectmen, shall expire one year from 
the granting thereof and the fee for 
same shall be five ($5.00) dollars. 

See. 2. No person shall go from place 
to place in this Town selling or barter- 
ing or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter any fruits, vegetables or fish in 
and from any eart or other vehicle or, 
in any other manner, without a Lieense 
from the Board of Selectmen, provided^ 
however, that this by-law shall riot 



apply to any person who sells only 
fruits or vegetables raised or produeed 
by himself or his own family, or fish 
which is obtained by his own labor or 
the labor of his family. Whoever vio- 
lates any provision of this by-law shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty ($20.00) dollars.
